30 TO 40 YEARS To Speak Here 
FOR BREAKING Memorial Day 
INTO DORMITORY 


R ichard 
Tonsel, 
20.

W ashington street, was sentenced 
this m orning by the Adams county 
court to a possible 42% years in jail 
on 
charges 
connected

breaking into a girls’ dorm itory at 
G ettysburg college. 


He was given a IO- to"*20-year 
sentence in th e E astern penitentiary 
on a charge of burglary. 2% to 5 
years in the penitentiary to begin 
following the expiration of the first 
sentence, on a charge of assault 
w ith in te n t to ravish and then was 
told by Judge W 
C. Sheely th a t 
“you have 17% years to serve still 
on a previous sentence at W h.te 
Hill and I will recom m end th a t you 
begin serving th a t tim e a t th e ex­ 
piration of th e two sentences h a n d ­ 
ed down today ” 


S entence on a charge of assault 
and battery was suspended ' becau.-** 
it would have to be served In the 
county jail," Judge Sheely said. 
.Mother Blame* Liquor 
W hen Tonsel appeared before the 
court to be sentenced on the three 
charge*, to which he had pleaded 
guilty, th e court insisted th a t he 
consult 
w ith 
an 
attorney 
before 
sentence was imposed, and ap p o in t­ 
ed A ttorney R ichard A 
Brown to 
represent Tonsel. 
W hen th e attorney, T on.el and 
Tonners m other reappeared afte r a 
conference, Tonsel said he wished to 
let th e pleas of guilty stand A tto r­ 
ney Brown told the court th a t T o n ­ 
sel ' had been a model boy, accord­ 
ing to hi* m other, except when he 
got hold of liquor. T hen he was 
uncontrollable.”

SAYS GERMANY 
WILL NEVER BE 
A DEMOCRACY 


G erm any 
will 
never 
be 
a 
d e­ 
m ocracy 
in 
th e 
tense 
th a t 
the 
United S tates is, Dr. W illiam K. 
Sunderm eyer, professor of G erm an 
at G ettysburg college, told the Holy 
Name society of St Francis X avier 
Catholic church Sunday evening. 
Speaking at a m eeting of the so­ 
ciety held in th e cafeteria of the 
parochial 
school. 
Doctor 
S u n d er­ 
m eyer said th a t he believes the 
G erm an governm ent will become in ­ 
tensely nationalistic after the occu­ 
pation authorities leave. 
* The governm ent of Doctor A den­ 
auer, the governm ent of th e C ath o ­ 
lics and C entrists, the m oderates, 
will have to become nationalistic if 
it is to retain power, because the 
M arxist parties to the left and the 
six parties to the right of the C en­ 
trists are all extrem ely nationalistic 
and are gam ing stren g th ,” he p o in t­ 
ed out. 
N eeds Period O f Peace 
“It is not w hat we w ant. But we 
shall have to learn to use it. be­ 
cause if we do not, Russia will,” 
the local professor of G erm an said. 
He based his predictions on the re ­ 
sults of a trip to G erm any in 1949 
and reports from the Am erican oc­ 
cupation 
authorities 
and 
new s­ 
papers. 


j 
"G erm any could develop into a 
dem ocracy if it has a long period 
of peace during which dem ocracy 
could 
grow 
organically 
from the 
people, as it has here in the U nited 
States. But it does not look like G er­ 
m any will have th a t long free period 
in which to grow' into a dem ocracy. 
At present dem ocracy Is imposed 
from the top and it will face its 
greatest and probably last test from 
the right as soon as the occupation 
forces leave,” he declared. 
G erm any, he said, was a "political 
and economic vacuum a t the end 
of W orld W ar II. B ut th a t vacuum 
has already been filled, and by west 
G erm any. It has already become 
once again the powerhouse of Eu-

T he H untington tow nship school 
board today asked the Adams county 
court to dism iss th e petition of 213 
upper H untington residents to be 
placed in a separate school district 
on th e grounds th a t the petition sets 
forth no facts giving the local court 
Jurisdiction, and arguing th a t the 
provisions 
of 
school 
law 
under 
which the petitioners asked a new 
district are unconstitutional. 
T he court granted a rule giving 
the upper H untington petitioners IO 
days in which to show cause why 
th eir petition should not be dis­ 
missed 
According 
to 
th e 
papers 
filed 
w ith the county prothonotary by 
A ttorney Donald M Swope, for the 
H untington tow nship school board, 
th e * provisions of th e Public School 
code of 1949 providing for th e crea­ 
tion of independent school districts 
on which the petition is based is 
unconstitutional because th e section 
<242* provides th a t a m aterial is­ 
sue 
involved, th e 
m erits of the 
petition 
from 
an 
adm inistrative 
viewpoint, should bf: passed upon by 
the 
superintendent of 
public 
in ­ 
struction. T here is no m ethod of 
controlling th e evidence to be con­ 
sidered by the su perintendent of 
public instruction nor any provi­ 
sion for knowing w hat evidence was 
considered by the superintendent of 
public instruction: no provision for 
appealing from th e decision of the 
superintendent of public instruction, 
no provision for cross exam ining 
w itnesser testifying before the sup­ 
erintendent of public instruction, and 
no provision for protecting th e legal 
rights of the parties in d eterm in a­ 
tion by the superintendent of public 
instruction of the m erits of the 
petition.” 
According 
to th e 
petition, the 
school law is also unconstitutional 
because it ‘ provides th a t th e decree 
of th e court creating such districts 
shall constitute an application to 
th e S tate council of Education which 
th e S tate council m ay disapprove 
and nullify. . . . T hus in effect the 
S tate council m ay overrule a decree 
of a court of com m on pleas.”

B atista rode back to power today in 
an 
arm y-backed 
revolt. 
President 
C arlos Prio S ocarras fled from his 
palace, w here two m en were killed. 
P resident Prio. accom panied by 
two arm y officers and possibly under 
arrest, left th e presidential palace 
after announcing th a t B atista had 
seized control of C am p Columbia, 
the arm y ’s m ajor m ilitary base. 
A 
B atista 
slipover, 
Lt. 
R afael 
Salas, took over police headquarters. 
He announced "I am a colonel now" 
and chief of police. O rders went out 
to seize 
some 
governm ent 
auto­ 
mobiles. 
Had IO-Year Reign 
B atista, as a Cuban "strong m an,” 
controlled Cuba for IO years, be­ 
tw een 1933 and 1943. He was a d e­ 
clared presidential candidate in the 
elections scheduled for June. 
T he announced m otives behind the 
revolt were corruption and gangster­ 
ism, w hich has been blam ed for 30 
killings since P resident Prio took 
office in 1948. L ast A ugust a senator 
com m itted suicide to “aw aken Cuba 
ag ain st corruption in governm ent.’’ 


S alas said Cubans were weary of 
gangsterism 
and 
corruption 
and 
arm y forces friendly to B atista had 
asked him to take over. 
C om paratively 
little 
violence 
m arked 
B atista's 
bid 
for 
power, 
which cam e as a com plete su r­ 
prise. Two palace guards were slain 
by 
subrnaehinegun 
fire 
from 
a 
speeding police autom obile. 
President D isappears 
Prio drove away from the palace 
followed by a busload of soldiers 
and later two tanks appeared before 
the building. 
A ppearing sad and under great 
strain, Prio said upon his departure; 
“We will resist if the people of 
Cuba 
support 
me 
and 
the con­ 
stitu ted governm ent.” This in d icat­ 
ed Prio had little hope of saving 
th e day. He said he was gonig to 
C am p Colum bia, but reporters at the 
m ilitary post did not report his a p ­ 
pearance there.

Luughman Appeal Is

MAN AND MIGHT

Sw^et peas, one the most popular 
annual 
flowers 
in 
this 
country, 
grown in almost every garden, are 
making a strong come-back. V arie­ 
ties which bloom early and resist 
hot weather are in part responsible, 
and better methods of growing help 
a great deal. 
It used to be advised, and still Is 
In some garden books, that seeds of 
tweet speas should be sown at the 
bottom of a trench six inches deep 
covered lightly with soil and allowed 
to grow, the trench being filled in 
as the plants grew 
Now we are advised to m ake a 
drill only 1 4 inches deep in which 
to sow the seeds, which is not only 
a lot easier to do, but avoids plenty 
of trouble from poor drainage and 
disease. For sowing is not advised 
by today's experts except in Flori­ 
da and California, but stress is put 
upon 
the 
Im portance 
of 
sowing 
early, as soon after killing frosts 
have ended as the soil can be pre­ 
pared. 
Sweet peas and garden peas are 
first cousins. They are cool weather 
plants by nature, and give their best 
yields before the weather gets real­ 
ly hot. This makes early flowering 
vital in .sections where spring is a 
brief interval between freezing and 
perspiring. 
W hen ti e old fashioned grandl- 
flora type of sweet peas was m ade 
obsolete by the larger and more 
beautiful Spencer waved strain, it 
was found th at the newer type was 
so much later in flowering I hat hot 
summer weather cut 
its harvest 
short in many sections. 
It took tim e to change this, but 
there are few progenies which m od­ 
ern plant breeders cannot solve, and 
this one was solved some years alto. 
More and more gardeners are learn­ 
ing that now there are available 
Strains of Spencer sweet peas which 
bloom early, and resist hot weather, 
so th at a long season of beautiful 
flowers is possible from seeds sown 


for 5 seconds in fresh, heated lard 
held at 200 degrees f . The thin Aim 
of lard is allowed to set on the fro­ 
zen meat, resisting freezer drying 
for 6 to 12 m onths. Of course, mots* 
ture-vapor-resistant 
paper 
w rap­ 
ping remains the most economical 
and effective way to prepare meat 
for freezing. 
Freezer air is largely devoid of 
moisture. If m eats, eggs, vegetables 
or fruits are stored without sealing 
the surfaces agalsnt exposure to the 
com partm ents 
drying 
influences, 
foods will suffer from what has been 
called freezer "burn.” No better ad ­ 
vice is preparing foods for freezing 
has been stressed than the rule — 
Follow instructions. There Is no con­ 
ceivable place in freezing for experi­ 
m entation or carelesness 
Among practicable suggestions for 
freezing m eats are the following: 


Select sound, high quality m fat. 
Chill promptly to slightly below 
40 degrees F 
Cut carcass into fsoper parts — 
steaks, roasts, stew meat, ground 
cuts or pre-ground packages 
Make cuts in sizes for tile family 
or in packages suitable for cooking 
at one time. 
W rap carefully according t > di­ 
rections to prevent drying 
Freeze quirklv at zero or lower. 
Store at zero F. 
Do not place a large quantity of 
fresh meat in the home freezer at 
one 
time, else 
previously 
frozen 
foods may be over-warmed. 
Plan freezer use so m eats will be 
consumed in 6 to 12 m onths, 
Do not attem pt to freeze whole 
(shell) eggs Freeze liquid rugs or 
separated yolks and whites 
Add 
a 
tablespoonful 
of 
corn 


syrup to each cup of liquid whole j 
eggs or each cup of e g g yolks. Many I 
experienced persons advise 2 table- j 
sponfuls of corn syrup to each cup- , 
ful of eg:* yolks. No syrup is added , 
to separated egg whites. 
Eggs are frozen and stored in 
moisture - vapor - proof 
containers I 
with sealed lids. 
Whole liquid eggs or egg yolks 
should be stirred to break the yolks 
but not to beat in air before freez­ 
ing. 
Thawed 
eggs 
should 
be 
used 
promptly. 


Soil which is frozen should be 
thawed out gradually for seed box 
use 
Quick drying tends to form 
hard lumps. After it is sifted, bak­ 
ing in a hot oven for half an hour 


will kill fungi and weed seeds. 
No greater saving can be made by 
the am ateur gardener than by grow­ 
ing his own flower and vegetable 
plants from seed. M odern scientific 
m ethods 
of 
preventing 
disease, 
watering automatically, and tran s­ 
planting .seedlings, have made suc­ 
cess easy for one who learns the 
simple metliods to be followed. 
Do not sow seeds indoors too early, 
In a greenhouse, 8 to IO W’eeks be­ 
fore the plants can be set out in 
the garden is enough; in a hot-bed, 
6 to 8 weeks, in a cold frame, or 
box in the window, 4 to 6 weeks will 
bi early enough. 
S ore seeds in a cool place if they 
re a rh you too early. They keep bet­ 
ter than in a warm room. 


in the outdoor garden. 
Seeds can be sown as early a* the 
hardest varieties of garden peas. 
Porous garden soil as fertile as you 
have will give best results. As soon 
as the plants are three inches high, 
brush should be provided for the 
vines to climb, and by the tim e they 
have grown to six inches wire sup­ 
ports, well anchored to resist wind, 
should be in place. 
Regular 
watering 
is 
essential; 
ofter the spring rains end, the soil 
should be staked at least 
every 
week, oftener if necessary to pre­ 
vent drying out 
A liquid 
plant 
food rich in nitrogen should be ap ­ 
plied every two weeks, equal to an 
ounce of sulphate of ammonia for 
IO feet of row A mulch of m anure, 
lawn clippings, or similar m aterial 
will help retain the moisture in the 
soil and prolong the flowering sea­ 
son. 
Sweet peas are legumes, and se­ 
crete nitrogen from the air. They 
benefit if the seeds are inoculated 
with a bacterial culture sold for 
th at purpose.
